THE FOLLOWING CHANGES IN THE WORKING PAPER HAVE BEEN SUGGESTED 
BY THE UNITED KINGDOM (MINISTRY OF DEFENCE LETTER OF 5TH MARCH) 

AND UNITED STATES DELEGATIONS (LETTERS OF MR. GOODSPEED OF 
7TH AND I2TH MARCH): 

THROUGHOUT THE REPORT: CHANGE SPELLING FROM "RUMANIA"TO "ROMANIA". 
PARAGRAPHS 1-4: EXPAND TO FIVE PARAGRAPHS AND CHANGE TO READ: 
"ROMANIAN ECONOMIC DEPENDENCE ON THE USSR DOES NOT APPEAR 
TO HAVE INCREASED IN 1974 DESPITE THE SHARP RISE IN WORLD PRICES 
OF IMPORTANT COMMODITIES (E.G. CGAL, STEEL) SUPPLIED BY MOSCOW. 

COAL IMPORTS FROM THE US AND POLAND INCREASED AND THE SOVIET 
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SHARE OE ROMANIAN FOREIGN COMMERCE DECLINED TO 20 PERCENT. 

2. ROMANIA HAS ADOPTED A SOMEWHAT MORE CONCILIATORY PUBLIC 
STANCE TOWARD THE USSR, ACCOMPANIED BY MORE FREQUENT EXPRESSIONS 
OF DESIRE FOR INCREASED ECONOMIC CO-OPERATION. THERE IS NO 
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SIGN, HOWEVER, OE ANY EUNDAMENTAL CHANGE IN ROMANIA'S "SEMI- 
INDEPENDENT" POLICY TOWARD THE USSR. SOME MENDING OE ECONOMIC 
EENCES HAS OCCURRED, THOUGH SOME EXPERTS EELT THIS WAS DIRECTED 
MORE TO OTHER EAST EUROPEAN COUNTRIES WITH THE AIM OF MOBILISING 
A COUNTERPOISE AGAINST THE USSR. 

3. THE ROMANIANS SEEM CONFIDENT REGARDING HARD-CURRENCY 
TRADE, EXPECTING A CGNTINUED RISE IN THE COMPETITIVENESS OF 
THEIR EXPORTS IN WESTERN MARKETS, PARTICULARLY AS REGARDS 
MANUEACTURED GOODS. IN 1974, EXPORTS OE MEAT WERE REDUCED BUT 
ROMANIAN HARD-CURRENCY EARNINGS WERE IMPROVED BY HIGH WORLD 
PRICES EOR REEINED OIL, CHEMICALS, AND FERTILIZER. FOR THE 
EUTURE, EXPORTS OE PETROCHEMICALS EACE IMPROVING PROSPECTS 
BECAUSE ROMANIA'S OIL TECHNOLOGY IS TO A SUBSTANTIAL EXTENT 
MODERN AND IMPORTED EROM THE WEST. SOME EXPERTS SAW ROMANIAN 
PRESSURE ON WESTERN GOVERNMENTS REGARDING GATT PRIVILEGES AS 
AN ATTEMPT TO HANG ON TO THE BEACH-HEAD IN WESTERN MARKETS. 

4. THE MAIN ROMANIAN CONCERNS ARE THAT (I) WESTERN CREDITS 
WILL TAPER OFE, EORCING A CURTAILMENT OF HARD-CURRENCY IMPORTS, 
AND (II) A PRONOUNCED RECESSION IN THE WEST MIGHT CUT DEMAND 
EOR ROMANIAN EXPORTS. IN THE LATTER CASE, HOWEVER, BUCHAREST 
HAS HOPES OE ALTERNATIVE DEALS WITH ARAB COUNTRIES. THE DEBT 
BURDEN OE ROMANIA, WHILE HARSH, WILL PROBABLY BE MANAGEABLE 
IE HARVESTS ARE REASONABLE, PERMITTING SIZEABLE MEAT EXPORTS. 

4BIS. IN DOMESTIC POLICY THE 1976-80 PLAN REFLECTS A CON- 
TINUED COMMITMENT TO CENTRAL DIRECTION, AND ALL SIGNS POINT 
TO EVEN EURTHER CENTRALIZATION. ENTERPRISES ARE LOSING THEIR 
EOREIGN TRADE AUTHORITY AND MAJOR EXPENDITURES OE HARD- 
CURRENCY MUST NOW BE APPROVED BY CEAUSESCU. INVESTMENT IS TO 
EXPAND AS A SHARE OE TOTAL RESOURCES AND LITTLE INCREASE IN 
LIVING STANDARDS IS OEEERED CONSUMERS, WHOARE ALREADY BEING
